AGAIN—SOMET-HIXG TO THCfK 


ABOUT 


Because Danville has taken a, neu- 


tral stand in the Co-Operative Mar- 
keting and Auction fight is no reason 
-nhy Danville should not sell its share 
of the tobacco which is being dis- 
posed of on the auction floor. A local 
merchant has put forward a sugges- 
tion which we believe will bear fruit 
if carred into operation. His theory 
is there is no competition among the 
local auction houses as six of the 
seven are owned by one company, 
and that It would be decldelv to the 
interest of the city if the company 
v, hichT owns the six houses became 
merely a holding company and rent- 
=d each warehouse out to an opera- 
ting company. 
This 'is in no way 


neant to stir up competition between 
he "Co-Ops" and auction forces but 
i stir up competition between the 
Action forces so that all the tobac- 
o which Is going to be sold at auc- 
on within a trading radius of Dan- 
>lle should be sold on the local 
'oors. 


There is no way in which the Dan- 
lie warehouse company can be forc- 
d to take such steps for the good of 
the city but it can be accomplished 
In another way. 
If the warehouse 


company should continue to overlook 
what Is considered to be the best in- 
terest of Danville, then the business 
interest* of Danville should see to it 
that our city has additional indepen- 
dent houses. If Danville had seven 
independent houses Instead of one 
there would not be the feeling that 
now prevails—that the one company 
has sir out of seven chances of sell- 
ing all tobacco brought to. Damille 
to be sold on the auction floor. 


"With this feeling: prevailing there 


is little wonder that a large number 
of the local warehouse men go south 
in the middle of the summer instead 
of staving at home seeking to secure 
new patrons for the local market. It 
is not simply something that concern 
the warehouse interest but the mer- 
cantile interest of Danville as ,a whole. 
Danville has the largest number and 
the best, stores that cater to the 
farming- trade of any city in Virginia 
or Xorth Carolina and unless the 
farmers can be shown the advantages 
of bringing tneir tobacco to Danville 
then a large part of the business in- 
terest of our city will suffer, for 
farnr-rs do praricaily alJ of their 
buying where they carry their tobac- 
co. The farmers make large pur- 
chases in the cities where they re- 
ceive their money for their tobacco 
and n!ne times out of ten go back 
to th» same place to make what oth- 
er purchases they may need during- 
the year.

He adds that en> 
tirely too many lawyers and magistr- 
ates are open violators of the dry law.

An Illustration of the spirit against 
which the prohibition advocates are 
fighting was furnished a day or two 
ago when a^widely known all-night 
restaurant man obtained the return 
of some $200,000 worth 
of liquors 
seized in his place more than two 
years ago. The restaurant man prov- 
ed that he had bought the wines and 
liquor prior to National prohibition 
and that they were stored for his per- 
sonal and family use. 


It required a long time to convince 
the court that a man could possibly 
put away $200,000 worth of booze 
for his own use, especially a man 
pretty well along in years, but the 
restauranteur won his case/ and the 
whiskey was returned in big vans 
guarded by deputy marshalls. • 
As the cargo was unloaded in Sixth 


avenue, a great crowd gathered. Then 
as many familiar pre-Volstead names 
began to appear upon the carefully 
handled cases and as the proud own-^ 
er of the stuff appeared smiling !n 
his doorway to welcome what his

That charge—the scourge of the 
modern department store "during the 
Christmas season—was written after 
the names of neaily 10 per cent, of the 
defendants who faced justice In New 
York's police courts today. 
Occasionally -the 
defendants .are 
men—but usually they are -women. 
The things axe so jjretty. And milling 
in the terrific crush of the holiday 
crowds it looks so easy to stuff some 
little trinket or some coveted garment, 
into coat pocket or handbag. It looks 
so easy—but it is so hard. 
What the women do*jiot realize is 
that the stores have been confronted 
trith this problem year"after year, and 
that, -because of the-fact'that it looks 
easy to so many women, they have 
beenT compelled to spend thousands 
upon thousands of dollars building up 
a system to defeat the petty pilferer. 
To begin with, every shop girl is a 
potential detective. So is "every floor- 
walker, every cash girl, every bundle 
wrapper. 
But that is not all. 
The 
-nicely-dressed ^woman at the shoplift- 
er's elbow, apparently engrossed in a 
purchase, is a spotter 
There are doz- 
ens of'them in every store. In the 
big- stores they run Into hundreds. 
That is how Mrs. Alrine Krause, one 
of Monday's crop, for istance, came to 
grief. 
Mrs. Krause, 21, wistfully pretty in 
a faded sort of way, came over from 
Hoboken with her six months' old 
baby, to show little Snookums the 
sights.

He 
then ehot himself, dying instantly. ^

George. ~a son of John 
George, Sr, of Atlanta, Georgia, for- 
merly was a telegraph operator for 
the Louisville, Henderson and St.

.HOME HAZARDS. 


Make Train-Traveling Safer

Statistics seem to indicate that 
traveling 
on American

trains today is almost safer than 
walking on our citr streets. Of the 
comparatively few casualties sustain- 
ed by steam railroad passengers, the 
majority- are due to lack of ordinary 
thoughtfuiness on the part of the 
passenger himself.
